Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  report  for  l94-7« 


¥x,  Ghairmn,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Unitary  oondations  of  the  Spilsby  xRural  Dlstriot  for  the  year  endine 
December  31st,  1%.7, 

^  pleased  to  bo  able  to  report  once  acain  that  the  general  health  of 
the  people  has  been  imiformly  good. 

19^7  v/as  a  year  of  extremes  of  v/cathcr  conditions.  The  first  three  months 
were  excessively  cold  with  heavy  falls  of  snow  bloclcing  n^ny  roads  for  several 
weeks  and  causing  considerable  hardship  dr  mny  outlydrg  villages.  This  was 
followed  by^a  Spring,  Sumer  and  Auturr  of  alncst  continuous  fine  sunny  weather 
v.ath  very  little ^ rain.  In  spite  of  the  very  severe  vdnter,  accentuated  as  it 
was  by  a  fviel  crisis,  the  health  of  the  people  remained  good  and  the  death  rate 
even  among  old  people,  v/as  not  excessive  for  the  time  of  year.  ’ 

The  severe  rationing  that  wo  have  become  accustomed  to  during  the  past 
years  could  not,  for  economic  reasons,  be  relaxed  in  anyway  and  ±n  Novendeer 
was  increased ^by  potatoes  being  added  to  the  list.  3  lbs  per  head  per  week 
only  of^  this  ir.portant  commodity  was  a  serious  loss  to  many  who  ATOuld  nornrlly 
oat  that  much  in  a  day.  Potatoes  also  are  our  chief  source  of  Vitamen  C.  Our 
carefully  balanced  rations  are  sufficient  to  keep  us  going  but  they  are  scanty 
monotonous  and  unlni^eresting  and  an  increase  in  their  variety  and  amount  when  ’ 
possible  will  be  a  groat  stimulus  to  increased  effort.  Fortunately  I947  v/as  a 
good  year  in  this  district  for  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Vital  Statistics,  The  fi^^rircs  in  this  report  are  compiled  from  the 

mnthly  returns  I  receive  from  the  local  registrars,  they  do  not  include  fioures 
relating  to  non-civilians. 


Area.  The  area  r-ema.ins  the  sarae  namnly  1^6,030  Acres  in  69  Parishes.  The 
population  is  estimated  at  23,230, 

The  rateable  value  is  £87,1 I6  and  £361  is  the  product  of  Id  rate. 

The  nuraber  of  inhabited  houses  is  7,166, 

The  Births  (live)  numbered  A50  :  2A8  I.Lale  and  202  Fernle,  The  figure  450 
includes  24  mlc  and  8  foma.le  illegitimate  births.  The  number  of  births 
represents  a  birthrate  of  19,4  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  T/alcs  was  20, 5p 


The  Dea.ths  numbered  278  :  136  male  and  142  female.  These  fioures 
represent  a  deathratc  per  thousand  in  the  District  of  11,9  conpared  to  a  rate 
of  12  for  the  whole  Country, 

The  Iniant  MortOwlity,  that  is  the  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of  age 
was  15,  g:i‘v-ing  a  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  33.  The  rate  for  England  and 
¥ales  was  41 » 


There  were  8  stillbirths  :  4  of  each  sex. 

Among  the  deaths  46  were  due  to  Cancer,  IO4  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  36  to  intracranial  lesions,  7  to  Tuberculosis,  11  to 
Pneumonia  and  9  to  Bronchitis.  There  v/as  one  death  due  to  Suicide  one  to  road 
accident  and  three  to  other  violent  causes 


General  provision  of  Health  Services, 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
Service  at  Lincoln,  This  service  is  nov/  very  extensively  used  by  Medical  men 
in  the  district  and  by  this  health  department  for  the  bacterial  analysis  of 
water  samples,  Coiplete  analyses  when  needed  for  water  sanples  are  carried  out 
by  '.r.Vf,  Taylor  of  Nottingham, 

Hospitals,  Clinics  and  Ambulances  renvain  unchanged. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  needing  Hospital  treatment  are  sent  to  Osgodby, 
Scarthoe,  Skegpiess  or  Boston  Fever  Hospitals  whichever  has  room  available  and 
all  expenses  are  met  by  the  Spilsby  R,D,C,  During  the  epidemic  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  in  1  947  there  v/as  the  :p:-eatest  difficulty  in  getting  any  infectious 
disease  into  any  of  the  above  hospitals  ov/ing  to  shortage  of  beds,  and  it  appears 
tha.t  under  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  Scheme  the  Spilsby  R.D,  has  not,  except  in 
the  case  of  Small  Por,  the  ri  ht  to  demand  admittance  for  cases  to  any  Fever 
Hospital,  A  most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.

Tuberculosis, 

There  wore  21  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year:  of  these 
5  were  of  the  Pulmonary  and  6  of  the  Non-pulmonary  type.  These  figures  are 
very  sinalar  to  previous  years  and  ooipare  with  20  cases  in  1946  and  27  in  1945, 

Prevalence  of  Disease, 

.  .  Though  the  general  health  was  good  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of 

tho  year.  During  the  Suinnor  and  Auturan  the

iruralysis;,  lu  the  rost  severe  and  widespread  epidemic  of  this  disease 

country.  The  Spilsby  District  got  off  on 
Tairiy  lightly  vath  only  six  definite  cases.  Several  other  suspicious 
isolaicd  under  observation  but  wore  not  confirmed.  This  disease 

particularly  young  children;  in  mild  cases  it  is 
often  very  difixcult  oo  dD.agnoso  and  undoubtedly  nnny  slight  oases  are  not  seen 
by  a  doctor  at  all, 

Througnout  the  year  there  v/as  a  considerable  amount  of  measles  among  the 

^  cl  typo  and  in  mny  cases  no  medical  man  y^s  called 
wero^  notified  without  any  death  from  this  cause.  There  was  a 
smnil  outbreak  of  V/hooping  Cough  mainly  in  one  village.  Altogether  43  cases 
wore  reported,  i3  cases  of  a  mild  typo  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  mostly 
in  children  attending  the  same  school.

Despite  tho  utocst  efforts  of  the  Oounoil  the  provision  of  n4 
BO  urgently  needed  pi  over  the  district,  has  proceeded^S^  deALsAAv  hoA 
ratp  Tho  spirit  or  frustration  and  irritation  caused  by  housing  dofioionoes 
1.1  these  pst  difficult  days,  is  tho  greatest  single  faoL  4  l4S  pSSc 
mralo  and  op  is  intensely  sorry  for  large  nuiAors  of  people  who  are  liviL  in 

insanitary  conditions.  Not  until  family  lifo'^is 
fully  established  in  conxPortablo  surroundings  and  at  a  reasonable  rent  will  the 
present  general  ill  effect  of  bad  housing  and  ovorcroY/ding  be  overcome. 

The  slowing  dovm  further  of  the  housing  programme  for  I948  will  deprive  mnv 
families  of  bho  prospect  of  obtaining  a  house  of  their  ov/n.  It  also  meLs  that  ^ 
it  ™.y  years  before  a  start  can  be  made  vdth  the  task  of  raising  our 

st^dards  by  roplacouent^  of  many  of  the  old  Sub-Standard  houses  that  now  exist. 
Largo  numbers  of  houses  in  the  District  are  over  80  years  old  and  the  najority  of 

lon^  ao-r  Some  of  them  should  have  been  pulLd  dL 

on^  a^o^  Taken  as  a  \rhole,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  general  housing  is  in 

danger  oi  deteriorating  rather  than  improving  over  the  next  feY?  years.  It  is 
par  of  the  price  Yve  mst  pay  to  re-establish  the  country's  economic  position 
but  all  SbUdonts  or  public  health  are  avrare  of  the  inevitable  sapping  of  vitality 
aj.Tongst  the  occupiers  of  insanitary  dYvellings  and  the  price  the  nation  has  to 
pby  ultimately  in  had  oitisenship,

Squatters,  Huts  have  been  invaded  by  "Squatters"  at  Great  Steepin’^, 
Ingoldm,ells ,  Gibralter  Point,  Orby  and  Sibsey  on  a.  considera.ble  scale,  'JSvo 
hutment  sites  at  the  Great  Steeping  Aerodrome  have  been  approved  by  the  .Ministry 
as^terporary  building  sites  and  improvements  to  the  amenities  of  these  hits  are 
being  prepared.

food  ohat  has ^become ^ infected,  and  there  is  statistical  evidence  to  show  that 
ouebreaks  of  food  poisoning  have  increased  considerably  in  nur.ibers  with  the  grov/th 
of  the  habib  ox  _  conranity  feeding  in  factories,  restamvnts,  schools,  camps  etc.

Ekcluduig  nrJ.k  borne ^ Tuberculosis,  almost  every  case  of  food  poisoning  takes 
placo^ oecausG  of  human  failure  to  take  the  proper  steps.  Our  food  handling 
prac bices  and  standards  of  loersonal,  donostic  and  conriercial  hygiene  are  in  mny 
cases  far  belo’./  what  they  night  and  should  be, 

./ith  regard  to  nill-:,  it  is  ostinated  that  1  in  20  farmers  is  sending  out  milk 
infected  with  yPnalcnt  Tuberculosis.,  Every  year  some  1,500  -  2,000  children  and 
youig  people  die  from  drinking  it,  while  thousands  of  others  suffer  long  and 
crippling  ilmcssos;  The  Pasteurisation  of  nilk  should  be  coirpulsory  and  Local 
Authorities  should  accept  the  sane  responsibility  for  making  the  ntlk  supply  safe 
as  thev  have  done  for  nany  years  in  assuring  a  safe  water  supply,
